“HELPS FARMERS.IN— 


POOR CROP AREAS 


sREGINA’ (CPA) — Attofney- 
General J. W. Corman of Saskht- 
chewan announced recently that 
it was his government's intention 
to help as much as possible deserv- 
ing farmers avho find themselves in 

a difficult position due to crop 
failuire or Near-failute,. and gans 
not pay. their debts. 


The Saskatchewan ™ Government 
fealizes, said’.
